M. Turns still clings fondly to 
the project of making à terrible 
fortress out of Paris, an idea that first 
arose in his mind under the reign of Lovis 
Prusirre. The long delay which the 
siege of that city brought about in the op- 
erations of the German army of conquest 
seem, indeed, to justify such a measure, 
and the benefits which might have accru- 
ed from it to France by giving her many 
months to rally from her first defeats would 
almost give us cause to approve of it, if it 
were not forthe terrible danger in which 
the capital of a civilized country is placed 
by making it a military stronghold. The 
recent war has proved how useless fort- 
resses are at the present moment, and how 
little they are able to withstand the efforts 
of modern artillery. After the Prussian 
bombardment began in real earnest but 
little time elapsed before the proud Lutitia 
Porixorum had to succumb to the tri- 
umphal entry of the foreign conquerors, 
and the subsequent capture of Paris by 
the Versaillists, during which the grandest 
monuments of France perished, gave still 
further proof of the inability of with- 
drawing such an immense city from the 
destructive fire of a besieging army. In 
view of this fact wecan but regret the 
determination of the French government 
to fortify Paris still further, and thus ex- 
pose ite treasures of science and art once 
more to the danger of destruction in a fu- 
ture siege. There are plenty of places in 
France which might be made grand 
fortresses with better advantages than 
Paris, without jeopardizing thereby the 
most sacred interests of science and civil- 
ization.

The Nashville Shooting Match. 
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are taking in making their houses of worship 
comfortable and at the same time attractive is 
a noticeable feature. We surely have need of 
reform in this particular, for in design and archi- 
tecture, as well as interior adornments, the 
churches of Louisville have been pro 
inferior to those of otlier cities of equal size. 
For the past three weeks the Chestnut-street 
Presbyterian Church (corner of Fourth and 
Chestnut) has been under process of thorough 
repair by the most competent workmen, under 
direction of Mr. Clark, architect, with a view 
of securing all the desirable features of a mod- 
ern and model church. The and im- 
provements are mostly confined to the interior 
of the building. The old gallery was removed 
with the organ, and a new and beau- 
tiful vestibule was substituted. A ro. 
cess, of sufficient size to admit 
the organ, was constructed at the opposite (or 
south) end of the church, the front of the recess 
being relieved by three arches supported by 
fluted iron columns, with ornamental caps and 
bases. The platform for the choir is elevated 
about five feet from the main floor and about 
two and a half feet from the pulpit platform, 
which is directly in front of the organ and choi¥. 
The speaker's platform is entirely exempt from 
criticism or objection, being spacious and broad 
enough to court the admiration of even John B. 
Gough. 

This arrangement of the choir and organ be- 
hind the pulpit is quite common in modern- 
built churches North and East, but webelieve 
this isthe only one so arranged in this city. 
There is no argument or reason for plac- 
ing the choir and organ in the rear of 
the church to perform to the backs of 
the congregation that will not apply with 
equal force to locate the preacher and pelpit in 
the same place. We are glad to know this old and 
foolish practice is giving way toa more sensible 
plan. The old organ in this church has been en- 
tirely renovated, supplied with new pipes and 
enclosed ina new and beautiful case, and we 
trust will afford sweet music to the worshipers. 
The pulpit furniture, sofa, chairs and desk are 
black walnut, beautifully carved and ornamented, 
and were furnished by J. W. Davis & Co., of this 
city. The wood-work about the gallery, and in 
fact the entire church, is finished in oak and 
black walnut. The pews are neatly cushioned 
and lined with crimson rep. The floor is cov- 
ered with a tapestry carpet of exquisite design, 
the money for which was raised by the ladies of 
the congregation; the selection was also made by 
them. This church will enjoy what few can boast 
of—a perfect arrangement for heating and venti- 
lation. 

Mr. W. B. Belknap, a member of the congre- 
gation, presented the church with one of Lotze’s 
splendid furnaces of modern design, and its ar- 
range ment in the church has been under his per- 
sonal supervision. The fresco painting on the 
walls and ceiling is beautiful in design and exe 
cution, and is the work of Messrs. Leiber & Lim 
berg, ofthis city. The entire work reflects great 
credit upon the architect, Mr. Clark, who has 
had control of the work and has established a 
reputation of which be may justly be proud. 

The Rev. G. H. Robertson, recently of Spring- 
field, III., comes to this people and begins his 
labors as pastor to-morrow in the prime of life, 
bringing with him a reputation for earnestness 
and eloquence as a minister of the Gospel which 
few menenjoy. He is a ripe scholar, a thorough 
theologian, and we bespeak for him an honorable 
distinction among the clergy of Louisville and 
the State at large, and we doubt not will draw 
to the church a large and attentive body of wor- 
shipers on Sunday. The church will be open for 
service to-morrow at 11 o'clock a. M. and 7 
P. u.
